Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined sharply  under  the  influence  of  lower 
prices  in  the  dressed  trade.     Slaughter  steers 
sold  largely  25#-$1.00  lover  at  midwest  terminals 
with  heifers  mostly  50#-$1.00  off.     Cows  were 
generally  25 #-$1.00  higher.     Stockers  and  feeders 
sold  steady  to  weak,   instances  50#  lower.  Prices 
on  barrows  and  gilts  were  uneven,   closing  sales 
in  the  eastern  section  of  the  Corn  Belt  were  50#- 
$1.00  higher  while  sales  in  the  western  section 
were  steady  to  25#  lower,     instances  50#  off. 
Sows  closed  mostly  50~7>E#  higher.     Slaughter 
lambs  were  steady  to  50$  lower. 

SIAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -       Slaughter 
steers  sold  generally  25#-$1.00  lower  with  many 
major  terminals  recording  declines  of  75#-$1.00. 
Weights  over  1300#  underwent  the  greatest  de- 
cline with  Chicago  showing  a  $1.25-2.00  lower 
trend  on  weights  over  135C#.     Steers  grading 
Standard  to  low-Choice,   all  weights  also  found  a 
narrow  demand.     Heifers  were  25#-$1.00  lower 
mostly  S0#-$1.00  off  with  some  $1.50  lower  in 
Omaha.     General  price  declines  of  50#-4l.00  on 
carcass  steer  beef  and  $1.00-1.50  on  heifer  beef 
at  major  wholesale  dressed  meat  centers  were 
bearish  factors  in  the  live  trade.     Prices  on 
slaughter  cows  closed  25 #-$1.00  higher,  mostly 
S0#-$1.00  up  under  the  influence  of  higher  prices 
in  the  dressed  trade.     Bulls  were  steady  to 
strong.     Vealers  sold  steady  at  St.  Louis  and 
$2.00-4.00  lower  at  St.  Paul.     Cattle  receipts 
at  major  terminals  were  increased   3     percent 
over  the  previous  week.     Slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supplies  at  most 
points  with  Good  and  Choice  grades  predominating. 
High-Choice  and  Prime  steers  were  in  limited 
supply  at  most  terminals,   although  Prime  made  up 
about  17  percent  of  the  slaughter  steer  supply 
at  Chicago.     The  average  weight  of  slaughter 
steers  at  the  7  markets  was  1150#,   or  the  same 
as  a  year  ago,  but  11#  lighter  than  the  previous 
week. 

In  Chicago  20  loads  Prime  1050-137S#  slaugh- 
ter steers  brought  $29.00  on  Monday,  but  late 
bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  900-135  0#  moved 
from  $25.50-28.00  with  only  around  20  loads 
mostly  Prime  to  $28.50.     At  other  terminals  bulk 
of  the  high-Good  and  Choice  steers  bulked  at 
$24.00-26.50  with  a  few  loads  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  $27.25-28.00.     Loadlots  Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  1350-1650#  weights  from  $23.75- 
27.00  with  Prime  1480#  to  $27.50  in  Chicago. 
Oood  steers  bulked  at  $23.00-25.25.     Mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  heifers  sold  at  $26.50-27.00  with  a 
few  from  $27.50-28.00  in  Chicago  early  in  the 
week.     Choice  heifers  cashed  at  $24.50-26.50  and 
Good  $21.75-24.75.     Utility  and  Commercial  cows 
sold  at  $15.00-17.50}     Canner  and  Cutter  $13.00- 
16.00. 


ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  and  stock 
calves  from  the  10  markets  totaled  24,700  com- 
pared 31,950  the  previous  week  and  26,350  a  year 
earlier.     Stockers  and  feeders  comprised  38  per- 
cent of  the  cattle  receipts  at  Kansas  City  and 
28  percent  at  Sioux  City,  this  a  larger  propor- 
tion than  at  other  midwest  terminals.     At  sever- 
al markets  supplies  were  relatively  small  and  at 
Omaha  only  11  percent  of  the  run  consisted  of 
stockers  and  feeders.     Low-Good  to  average -Choice 
offerings  made  up  a  large  percent  of  the  over- 
all supplies.     Prices  at  midwest  centers  gener- 
ally were  steady  to  easier,   Instances  50#  lower. 
At  St.  Paul,  even  though  supplies  there  were 
limited,     some  sales  were  $1.00  lower.     In 
contrast,  prices  at  Fort  Worth  were  strong  to 
$1.00  higher  and  at  Oklahoma  City  stockers  were 
strong  to  50#  higher.     Lessened  competition  from 
slaughter  cattle  buyers  on  partly  fattened  kinds 
resulted  in  an  increased  percentage  of  the 
fleshy  two-way  900-1100#  steers  going  back  to 
the  country  for  further  feeding.     Feeder  buyers 
also  purchased  a  moderate  number  of  partly 
fattened  heifers,   including  some  825-850#.

Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  brought  $21.50-25.25.     At  Omaha 
a  shipment  of  Choice,  partly  fattened  85 9#  heif- 
ers sold  to  a  feeder  at  $24.75.     Choice  347# 
Colorado     steer  calves  brought  $33.50  accompa- 
nied by  346#  heifers  at  $30.00.     Bulk  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  sold  from  $26.00-32.50, 
similar  grades  heifer  calves  $22.00-28.00. 
Choice  and  Fancy  461#  heifers  cashed  at  $29.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -     Marketings  of 
hogs  at  the  12  markets  totaled    281,000    head, 
slightly  mare  than  the  previous  week,  but  24 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.     A  severe 
snowstorm  In  the  eastern  section  of  the  Corn 
Belt  on  Friday,  however,   sharply  curtailed  re- 
ceipts in  that  area  on  the  close.     The  week's 
supply  at  Chicago  was  the  smallest  for  any  week 
since  last  August.     Mixed  D.  S.  No.  1-3  and  2-3 
190-270#  barrows  and  gilts  predominated  in  the 
run,  but  at  some  points  in  the  western  area  of 
the  Corn  Belt  there  was  an  increase  in  the  pro- 
portion under  230#  with  a  decrease  in  the  volume 
over  260#.     Price  trends  on  barrows  and  gilts 
were  highly  uneven  throughout  the  area.  Gener- 
ally, prices  declined  early  In  the  week,  but 
then  advanced  on  later  sessions.     Lower  prices 
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on  pork  loins  was  a  bearieh  factor  in  the  live 
trade.     However,  the  late  snowstorm  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  Corn  Belt,   set  the  stage  far 
a  sharp  upturn  there  on  Friday,     Barrows  and 
gilts  closed  the  week  5O0-$1.OO  higher  at  St, 
Louis,  Indianapolis  and  Chicago  but  finished 
steady  to  250  lower,   instances  500  off  in  the 
western  area  of  the  Corn  Belt.     The  moderate  to 
small  supply  of  sows  found  broad  outlets  and 
advanced  generally  50-750. 

On  Friday,   U.   S.  No.   1  and  1-2,     180-24C# 
barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $18.50-19.25,  with 
some  U.  S.  No.  1  195-217#  $19.25-19.50  at  Indian- 
apolis.    Mixed  U.  S.   1-3  and  2-3,   180-250#  bulked 
over  the  area     at  $18.25-19.00  with  an  extreme 
range   of  $17.75-19.00.     U.  S.  1-3,   270-60O#   sows 
sold  largely  at  $15.00-16.75,     U.  S.  1-2,  250- 
300#  $17.00-17.25  at  a  few  points. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S.  No. 
1  over  No.  3     live  basis  200-22C#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  890  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale  car lot 
prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago,  January  26 
to  February  1,   1961  inclusive. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  declined  500  at  St, 
Paul  but  held  steady  at  Sioux  City.     Good  and 
Choice  130-17C#  feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  sold 
at  $17.00-18.00,     Good  and  Choice  130-160#  at 
St.   Paul  $17.00-17.50. 

HOGS  -     Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  309,000,   22  per- 
cent less  than  the  previous  week  and   19  percent 
under  last  year.     Mild  price  declines  were  ef- 
fected around  midweek,  however,     receipts  dropped 
with  the  aid     of  a  rather  heavy  snowfall  on 
Thursday  and  prices  were  forced  upward.     Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  fully  steady;     sows  mainly  100 
lower  and  comprised  about  5  percent  of  the  total 
receipts.     On  Friday,  mixed  U.  S.  No.   1-3     200- 
240#  barrows  and  gilts  and  including  some  190- 
200#  6old  at  $17.50-18.00  with  a  moderate  volume 
No.   1-2  $18.00-18.50.

Wooled  slaughter  lambs  closed  steady  to  250 
lower,     instances  500  off;     shorn  lambs  uneven 
but  mainly  steady;     slaughter  ewes  steady. 
Snowfall  throughout  the  area,   combined  with  one 
major  interest  out  of  the  market  at  midweek, 
were  factors  influencing  numbers  marketed.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  shorn  wools  was 
slow  at  the  Boston  market  under  a  moderately 
good  demand  with  prices  about  steady.  A  sub- 
stantial volume  of  scoured  and  greasy  pulled 
wools  were  sold  for  woolen  consumption  at  firm 
prices  with  little  done  in  scoured  shorn  wools. 
A  moderate  volume  of  noils  sold  at  steady  to 
strong  prices.  Some  early  shorn  wool  was  sold 
in  the  territory  States  with  little  done  in 
Texas  or  the  fleece  wool  States. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  midweek 
indicated  prices  advanced  two  to  three  pence 
with  Japan  and  the  Continent  dominating  and 
the  United  Kingdom  supporting.  The  New  Zealand 
market  closed  strong  with  total  clearance  with 
the  Continent,  Iron  Curtain  countries  and  United 
States  buyers  operating  freely.  In  the  Cape 
markets,  Italy,  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  United  States  were  competing  and  quo- 
tations were  slightly  higher.  Trade  in  Buenos 
Aires  was  slow  with  quotations  about  10-20 
higher.  The  Uruguay  market  was  active  with  the 
Continent,  Bradford,  Japan  and  the  United  States 
competing  and  prices  advanced  20. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  fleece  lambs  wool 
sold  around  800  clean  basis.  Barn  shearing 
continued  in  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  territory 
average  French  combing  wool  brought$1.05  while 
graded  64s  clothing  wool  moved  around  $1.00  and 
graded  60/62s  good  French  combing  and  staple 
sold  around  $1.07-1.08  clean  basis.   Early 
shorn  bulk  fine  and  half-blood  short  French 
combing  Colorado  wool  sold  at  410  grease  basis, 
f .o.b.  and  was  estimated  to  cost  clean  around 
88-900  delivered  Boston. 

Texas  Wools  -  Trading  for  Texas  wools  was 
very  limited J 

Mohair  -  Trading  for  mohair  was  slow  with 
prices  unchanged.  Small  bag  lots  of  fall  1960 
adult  mohair  were  purchased  at  90-950  for  ship- 
ment overseas.  Contracting  of  spring  mohair 
had  practically  ceased. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trading  for  spot  foreign 
wools  was  very  slow.  Weekend  quotations  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil- 
combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN   CAHLOT  MEAT   TRADE   REVIEWS 

EASTERH  SEABOARD  -  Trading  at  most  Eastern 
Seaboard  markets  was   slow  on  the  close  following 
fair  activity  earlier  in  the  week.      Supplies 
were  ample   in  most  divisions  to  meet  current  de- 
mand,   although  volume   of  veal  and  calf  was  below 
normal   and  too  limited  to  provide  a  test  of 
trends  at   some  points.     Beef  ribs  and  chucks 
moved  good,   but  rounds  and  loins  were  generally 
slow.     Most  coolers  at  New  York     were  liberally 
stocked  with  beef  hindquarters  at  the  close  and 
bulk  was  unsold.      Supplies  of  beef  were  normal 
with  pork  moderate.      Trading  for  pork  was   slow 
at  most  points  with  loins  under  pressure  at 
Philadelphia  and  New  York.      Demand  for  lamb 
centered  on  35-50#  carcasses  along  with  legs 
and  chucks.      Supplies  of  lamb  were  normal  and 
consisted  mostly  of  carcasses  weighing  50-70#.

Carcass  beef 
prices  turned  lower  in  a  slow  trade  with  lower 
prices  for  most  cuts   a  bearish  factor.     During 
the  week  under  review  veal  prices  rose   to   the 
highest  level   in  ten  years  with   the   advance 
prompted  mostly  by  limited  supplies.
